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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments on the 
improperness of the 112, First paragraph rejetion, Examiner believes. that the 35 (JSC 112 rejections is in fact valid and is maintaining it. 
Applicant argues on page 9 of response of July the 29, 05 that his specificatin teaches "explicitly tagging a statement with a set of 
threads" and recites the expression MustThreadObj(p(S.i.)) and MayThreadObj(p(S.i)), as teaching the limitation. A lack of adequate 
written description issue also arises if the knowledge and level of skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately 
envisage the product claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559,1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 
1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) . Applicant also argues on page 10, of his response that "Comparing sets of locks" is clearly described in his 
specification. Applicant in support of his argument recites, for page 15, lines 10 of 12 of specification that, " The synchroninzing objects 
of two statements allow the determination of whether two statements allow the determination of whether two statements)or two 
executions of a single statement) executed by two different threads are synchronized with respect to each other via synchronizing 
objects..." Examiner again disagrees, synchronizing and comparing the sets of lock are not equivalent and hence, comparing the sets of 
locsk is still not described in Applicants specification and therefore the 1 12 rejection is being maintained. 
Examiner has however withdrawn the 102 and 103 rejections from the Final rejection of 06/03/05. 
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
